Grande passenger train No. 1, going 
w.est, came in collision with the Colo­ 
rado stock express a mile and a half 
from this place shortly after midnight 
and as a result twenty bodies have al­ 
ready been taken from the wreck. 


The collision occurred on a curve and 
nearly all the passengers on the train 
were asleep. 
There was a crash, a 
telescoping of the cars and the wreck 
at once caught fire. The loss of life is 
estimated at from 2D to 40,, and a 
dozen persons are seriously Injured. 
The death list would have been lower 
but for the flames which greatly in* 
terferred with the work of rescue and 
destroyed the lives of

latnty that a settlenient will be reached, 
and that the aUstlon ,oC the national 
board In recommending a settlement 
will be Indorsed. The delegates are be­ 
ginning to see that the beat thing they 
can do Is to accept the proposition of the 
operators and return to work at the 
price offered. While the convention 
should have finished Ita buslnesa today 
It was Impoeslble to do ao. Nearly every 
delagate desired to say something re* 
garding oondltlona In his own locality, 
and the convention had to permit them 
to have their say. 
When they have 
finlshsd 
the convention can 
get to 
work.** The argumenta that have been 
preaented by the offldala and members 
of the executive board In favor of a 
settlement have had great weight with 
the delegates who have come to the 
convention uninstructed, and even some 
of those with Instructions have gone 
so flsr as to communicate with their 
sonatltuents asking to be relieved of 
instructions that they may be free to 
vote as they deem best. 


TIm Qawrtto« Vliat Is OIMeall. 


Should this drift of aentlment con­ 
tinue until a vote Is taken the propo­ 
sition for a settlement will undoubtedly 
be accepted. The question as to wheth­ 
er a settlement on the lines proposed 
can be made general appears to be the 
stumbling block at this time. 
If the 
del^ates from Illinois. Indiana, West 
Virginia and portions of Ohio were as* 
aured that the settlement would be 
beneficial to them as well as to the min­ 
ers of the Pittsburg district they would 
not hesitate to vote for a settlement. 
The Illinois miners have not changed 
their position, and positively decline tc> 
accept the terms of settlement pro­ 
posed by the national board. The of­ 
ficials have partially met the argument 
of the Illinois miners by saying that 
if the Illinois delegates will agree to a 
settlement so that the miners of other 
states canvesume work the Illinois op­ 
erators will be forced to pay the price 
by their competitor! in other states. 
Should Illlnoie agree to this arrange­ 
ment Indiana and West Virginia will 
fUl Into line without hesitating.

Soon 
after the deputies were gone a mob of 
women armed with clubs put ailthefam - 
liieH back into the houses, and then they 
lay in wall for the deputies should they 
return. A t 1 p. m. Superintendents Sam ­ 
uel C, and Thomas B. De Armit, togeth­ 
er with Deputy Sheriff Samnel Young 
and a posse of twenty-five 
ecial depu­ 
ties, appeared and the eviction w'as done 
all over again, A party of tw enty wo­ 
men from the neighborhood had gath­ 
ered. and nearly all of the striking min­ 
ers from Camp Isolation were present. 
They Jeered the De Arm its. The women 
w are arm ed with base ball bats, pick 
handles and d ^ e r things. 
They con­ 
ducted themselves in such a belligerent 
m anner th at the De A rm its were glad to 
rem ain within doors while the eviction 
wais being done. By and by Thomas B 
De A rm it came c#ut on the porch and 
airiced the men and women if they would 
perm it him to m ake a few remarks. 


They consented to hear what he had 
to say and he entered into an explana 
tlon of the contracts which the miners 
had made with the company, the pur 
pose being to show the assembled people 
that the company was not doing more 
than it had a right to do.

At no time did hia 
hand tramble or a look of ordinary in­ 
terest give way to pallor or an averted 
glance. Innocent or guilty, the verdict 
Is that Luetgert la possessed of more 
nerve tha'n any other man who was ever 
on trial for murder within the precincts 
of the criminal court building.

*'l am not going to stand the personal 
Bliofcs of this man any longer,” shrieked 
Alderman Ward as he extended his 
index finger toward the chair occupied 
by Alderman McDonald in last night’s 
council meeting. 


demand that he be compelled to 
explain what he means by his tolk of 
'dishonest’ voting in connection with 
my attitude here,” ejaculated Council­ 
man Ward, hii ▼olce pitched high and 
bis features twitching excitedly. 
\^1 
have endured the abuse of this man as 
long as I intend to. 
Every evening 
this body meets we haye been conv- 
pelled to sit here and listen to a tale of 
woe from this man, and added to this 
annoyance comes a personal attack up­ 
on me. Because I have * opposed sev­ 
eral measures introduced by this alder­ 
man and calculated to personally benefit 
him, must 1 suffer insult and abuse? 
wonder if he knoivs that a fine of $1,000 
can be imposed upon an alderman for 
using his official position to bring about 
conditions intended for his personal 
gain.” 


At the conclusion of this arraignment 
of Alderman 
McDonald 
Alderman 
Ward took his seat. McDonald leaped 
to his feet and declared that he was 
not a *‘milk and water man;” that 
W ard’s threats had not the effect of 
frightening him. 
Ward has opposed 
me in every measure I have introauced 
here,” said McDonald, ‘‘and he has no 
other reason for his attitude than is 
provoked by envy and jealousy.” 
Mc- 
i>onald was going to say more but 
Mayor Bell reminded him ihat the 
dignity of the meeting was being in 
suited. 


The trouble between the aldermen 
began to brew with the introduction of 
a resolution by McDonald that the city 
pay Forester & Westcott $100 for 
grading Third street between Main 
and Territorial. 
Alderraan Ward op- 
jioaed the resolution on the ground 
that the proceedings under which the 
work wa4 done were irregular; that the 
council had not authorized the expen 
diture of $100 for that purpose and that 
the street committee in ordering the 
work done had over-reached its juris­ 
diction. the charter restricting them to 
an expenditure not to exceed $50. The 
council could not legally allow the bill 
of $100. 
“The whole business,” said 
the alderman, ‘‘was done on the 'star 
chamber’ order and the council lays 
itself liable in allowing the payment 
of the claim. 
The committee should 
have advertised for bids.” 


This angered Alderman McDonald, 
the prime mover in getting the work 
done. 
He declared he would not pay 
the $50, the amount in excess of what 
<* the committee is allowed to expend, un­ 
less so compelled by the courts. 
He 
said that six of the aldermen had 
favored the grading of the street at a 
cost of $100 and he supposed the com­ 
mittee could expend that amount. Al­ 
derman Rowe got the fioor and he dealt 
the resolution another blow. 
He said 
the council had voted that Third street, 
which was a veritable frog pond and of 
no use to anyone except Alderman 
McDonald, who owned pronerty front­ 
ing on the same, should not be graded, 
and two days after such action the 
street committee went to *work on its 
own responsibility and had the improve­ 
ment made. The council should not pay 
the $100. 


amendment. 
Aldermat^ 
McDonald, 
wlio voted against its passage, declared 
that in his opinion the new ordinance 
was **rotten from stem to stern,’’ in 
the particular that its discriminations 
were unfair; that one taxpayer was 
required to build a cement walk while 
his neighbor on another street could 
build a wooden walk. 
He made other 
caustic remarks, but finally amreed to 
vote in favor of the amendment. 
His 
vote was necessary to carry it as only 
six aldermtan were present. 


The Benton Harbor & Eastman 
Springs street railway company was 
g ra n t^ an extension of 30 days after 
September 10 to complete its tracks on 
East Main street. The necessity of 90 
days’ additional time grew out of two 
facts, one that some dIfliicultY has been 
experienced lo crossing the railroad 
tracks and the other that the city has 
not yet brought Main street up to 
grade as it has agreed to do. 


Wide Awake hose company was al­ 
lowed $48 for services at tne Jerue fire 
on Seventh street. There were 16 men 
in attendance. 


The city clerk was instructed to ne­ 
gotiate a loan of $600 for 90 days to re­ 
plenish the street fund. 


In the absence of City Clerk Chad- 
dock the clerk’s duties were discharged 
by Alderman Rowe.

HOOK AND LADDER TRUCK. 


Larsaet Crop Ralaad SInca 
That of 1802. 


The Michigan crop report issued this 
week says: For this report correspon­ 
dents have secured from threshers the 
results of 3,757 jobs, aggregating more 
than 65,000 acres of wheat threshed in 
the state, the yield from which was 
1,091,483 bushels, an average of 16.73 
bushel per acre. In the southern coun­ 
ties more than 52,000 acres threshed 
average 17.34 bushels per acre. In 
the central counties the average is 14.02 
bushels, and in the northern counties, 
15.31 bushels. 


The area in wheat in the state last 
May as compileü from the returns of 
supervisors was 1,513,019 acres. This 
is the probable acreage tha*^ was har­ 
vested this year. Multiplying the acres 
in each county by the average yieM per 
acre in that county, as now shown hy 
the results of threshings, gives a prob^ 
able yield in the state of 24,821,987 
bushels. 


The final estimate for wheat will be 
made in October. If it shall substan­ 
tiate the foregoing the crop this year 
is the largest produced since 1892 wben 
the crop exceeded 25,000,000 bushels. 


Threshers returns indicate that oats 
will yield in the state ábout 25 bushels, 
and barley about 19 bushels per acre. 
The figures for oats are five bushels 
below, and for barley two bushels be­ 
low, the estimate one year ago. 


Corn made slow growth in August, 
but it has not been damaged by frost 
and there is good reason to expect a 
gO(»d and well matured crop. 


The dry weather has undoubtedly 
injured potatoes, but the extent of 
damage cannot now 
be estimated. 
Beans are estimated to yield 87 per 
cent of an average crop. 
' Apples and peaches are very light 
crops, neither will yield more than 
one-iifth to one-foarth of an average 
crop.

He had a conference with the flre 
C3mmlttee at the close of the meeting 
and explained the merits of the Aerial 
truck, the truck the members of the 
flre department want and the only 
truck they will be satisfied with. The 
cost of an Aerial truck with a 60-foot 
ladder is $2,200, and as the firemen 
have struggled along so many years 
without ladders they contend that they 
are now entitled to the most serviceable 
and effective truck, which is the Aerial. 


Some of the aldermen are inclined 
toward the purchase of a truck with an 
extension ladder, costing some $1,300, 
but this the firemen do not want. 
Eight men are required to elevate the 
ladder and with its use the lives of the 
firemen are as greatly imperiled as 
with no ladder at all. The firemen are 
in earnest in their demands for a hook 
and ladder truck and declare that un­ 
less one is added to the equipment they 
will withdraw from the department. 


With the present facilities they are 
required to labor at a great disadvan­ 
tage and at the jeopardy of their lives 
and this they are not disposed to con 
tinue.

more publlo attention waa drawn, but 
OB that ocoaaion tlie reaulta were made 
more clear. It waa then shown that 
aolld metala may be made to mix theni- 
aelvea as if the atoms were living crea­ 
tures. 


Profeasor Roberts-Austen haa, in fact, 
diacovered pieces of metal engaged in 
Iho very act of mixing themselves up 
ono with the other. Of course the inter­ 
est of thia is that the interdiffusion of 
which we speak has been found to take 
place when the metala were cold, and, 
though thia pro^rty in metals, to be 
capable of attaching themselves one to 
the other when cold, has been talked 
about* before, nothing so clearly proved 
baa hitherto been at the service of 
aMtallurgiata and chemists as the facts 
adduced by Professor Roberta-Austen. 
He ahowa that when clean aurfacea of 
lead and gold are held together in the 
nbaanceof air at a temperature of 40 
degieea for four days they unite firmly 
and can only be aepara^d by a force 
•qual to one third of the breaking 
•train of the lead. The profeaaor haa 
alao proved that If a plate of gold be 
laid under one of lead about three- 
tentha of an inch thick in three daya 
gold will have risen and diffused itself 
to tbo top of the other metal in very 
appreciable quantity.—Colliery Quar- 
dian.

Qreeka excelled all predeoeaaora. Tbo

Greeks, alao attained excellence In gem 
cutting, and It ia said that**on theae 
early gema m Etruscan or Greek origin 
may be read aa in a book the forma of 
their religion and the aubjeota of poiiu- 
lar intereat In politica, aong and fable 
for centuriea. ** 


Under Augustua gem aculpture fiour- 
Ished among theRomana, many of them 
posseasing cameoaaod Intaglioa of great 
value, and cabineta of coatly gema be­ 
came numerous. It la aaia that Cseaar 
aent aix cabineta of rare gema to tbe 
temple of Venua. 


There are many fine eameoa and In­ 
taglioa in tbe Britiah museum. Among 
the finest of them acoeasible to the pub­ 
lic are tbe**Cupid and Gooae*’intaglio, 
the**^ylng Amaaon,** the “Laughing 
Fawn,*’ ‘*Bacehua** on red jasper, and 
the ** Juliua Ccaar” of Dioacuridea. In 
modern timea gem aculpture haa reached 
a high atate of perfection and beauty.

Such was the verdict pronounced 
some 80 years ago by James Clerk 
Maxwell, one of the very greatest of 
nineteenth century, physicists, regard­ 
ing the existence ^ an all pervading 
plenum In the univei^ in which every 
particle of tangible matter is Immersed. 
And this verdict may be said to express 
the attitude of the entire philosophical 
world of our day. Without exception 
the authoritative physicist# of our time 
accept this plenum as a verity and rea­ 
son about it with something of the same 
confidence they manifest in speaking of 
** ponderable” matter or of energy. It ia 
true there are those among them who 
are disposed to deny that this all per­ 
vading plenum merits the name of mat* 
ter, but that it is a something, and a 
vastly Important something at that, all 
are agreed.

With­ 
out it there would probably be no such 
thing as gravitation—nay, they even 
bint that without this strange some­ 
thing, ether, there would be no such 
thing aa matter in the univeraa If theae 
oontentiona of the modern physicist are 
justified, then this intangible ether is 
Incomparably the most important as 
well aa tbe ^^largeat and moat uniform 
aubatanoa or body** In tbe universe.
